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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Patrick J. Walsh on October 14, 2004. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
Claims : 
Claim 6: 

On line 1 , after "bib", the phrase - - for collection and disposal of waste fluid and debris 
from tubes in tube cleaning operation, the bib - -, has been inserted. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art fails to disclose the following patentable limitations of the applicant's claimed 
and disclosed invention: 

- an apparatus or method for collection and disposal of waste water and 
debris in an operation for cleaning tubes comprising: 

- a funnel shaped bib comprising flaps, a support frame with frame 
slotted plates and mounting arms projecting from a frame plate. 
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The combinations of the claimed limitations are novel and found to be allowable 
over prior art. The cited reference taken singly or in combination does not anticipate or 
make obvious applicant's claimed invention. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-9 are allowed.
